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REMARKS 



Claims 1-24 remain in the application. The actions taken are in the interest of expediting 
prosecution and with no intention of surrendering any range of equivalents to which Applicants 
would otherwise be entitled in view of the prior art. Moreover* the amendment or cancellation of 
claims herein is without prejudice to pursuing claims of different scope by way of continuing 
Application. Reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested. 



Claims 1-24 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-16 and 28-36 of U.S. Patent Application No. 
10/661,653. Applicants respectfully submit that the terminal disclaimer accompanying this 
response to the Office Action overcomes this rejection. 



The references cited but not relied upon are believed not to anticipate or make obvious 
Applicants' invention. 



No amendment made was related to the statutory requirements of patentability unless 
expressly stated herein, No amendment made was for the purpose of narrowing the scope of any 
claim, unless Applicant has argued herein that such amendment was made to distinguish over a 
particular reference or combination of references.
